London, August \|.—The anusually excited state of feeling 
among the Frened people ai the present moment, ie strongly evinc- 
ed by the Intelligence of this week, The debates in the Cham- 
ber of Depeties have been distinguished, got merely by a bigh 
degree ef the rehomenee which occasionally bursts forth in that 
lively Assembly, bat by a peculiar carnestaces of tene on the 
part of the Liberals. The “eet of aeeusation,” er indictment 
drawe up by the Altormey-General of Poitiers against Genera! 
Berton, was the particular cause e{theexcliemeat. The official 
lawyer bad, in thie decement, i the names of four eminent 
Depatics, inclading ‘the venerable patriot Lavaverre aod M, 
Bexsamie Constawt, a+ being conceraed is or privy te the oan- 
epiracy of Beatow, The reader will see under our Foreign bead 
Yee substance of the legal instrament, and some secount of the 
debate to which it cave rise,—e debate remarkable fer the bold 
and general charges made by the Liberals against the system of 
geverament, end for the tame imbecility ef the Ministers, whe 
hardly aitempted 0 defence of themscives. A more pitifal set 
than the present Administration, Lovis bas never been carsed 
with: even the Loades Cooniea is ashamed of them, and calls 
sloed for theis diemissal. Every former Ministry has incladed 
some clever men among the moderate Royalists or some sly 
Bonapartiste who irimmed between ibeir seoret jacebinism and (he 
teve of pince : the present ene bewever is pare ulire without a 
particle of talent, and without even sufficient resolation to carry 
late execetion the designs which Bigotry and Divine Right pria- 
ciples have prompted. They fee! that the whole nation is against 
them, and are afraid to hazard a siagle beld measure; yet they 
eqeally want the sense and temper to eoaciliate, All their pro- 
coodiags are charscterised by paltriaces and imbecility. They 
would most gladly pet dewn the example of freedom in Spain, 
bet dare net evow their object, They foment secret conspiracies 
aad hire rebels ia that country uaderband ; aad all the world 
keows it. They Gret make the peor Kiwe tell « notorious lic to 
bie Parliament abeat the miscalied Sanitary Cordes, and soon 
afterwards expose thelr own falsehood by a speech of the Mi- 
wister of War, who timidly iasinuates the real desiga of inter- 
ference ia Spanish affairs. They silently increase the force of the 
aforesaid Cordon, yet are evidently afraid to wee it for the only 
perpese fer whieb it is available, namely, the javasion of Spain. 
Ia short, they contrive te let mankind ses, in ihe most complete 
aed Goal manner, that the time is long gone by for roverning 
Prance oo Ulire principles —that they have neither the peerr to 
fores the old regime of Kingoraft and priesteraft on thirty millions 
of calightened and outraged people, ner the heed ot beart to iry 
any thing wiser and better. 

Bome Eaglish acters, whe attempted to perform their oative 
drama ef 0 miser theatre ie Paris, have bees harshly treated by 
the audicaces. They with difhesliy get through Ochelle oo the 
first eceasion ; and oc the second nigh’, the performance of the 
Sekel for BSeandal eas wholly stopped, aed themselves driven 
viclentip, off the stege. All the hivelings, beth of Paris and 
Leaden, ery cat epon the bretality of the Preach; and by some 
we are desired to contrast it with ihe bemevelent liberality of the 
Eeclish, whe escourage all sorte of ingenions or amesing foreign- 
era, This however is quite beside the real question. The Pa- 
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tisiane are at least as food of varied amusement as the Loo- 
doacre; and the idea of their refusing te’ hear Baglish plays, 
merely as forvion to their capital and language, is perfectly ab- 
serd. The feclieg was evidently navional. The Baglish whe 
walk abeat the streets of Paria are naturally the ebjects of 
hatred to the inbabitants, whe see ia them the representatives 
ef a nation by whom the detested Bourbons were fereed upon 
France. We mast condemn the want of taste and diserimina- 
tion ia the mode of expressing this hostile feeling, but thd 
feeling itself is natural and jest, We are told, that it ts not 
mutnei between the aaiiens—that Freneh companies ef actors 

are allewed and patronized fu Bagleed. Tree; bat oeither is the 
proveeation mataal. If armies of Frenchmen had conquered 
Ragland, and bad replaced on tho Boglish throne, at the point 
of the bayonet, a discarded Severeicn (James the Becond, for 

inetanee)—if French troops bad eneamped at Hyde Park, sed 
paraded the streets of London ia all the inseleace of triumph, 
wo suspeet, that for a long while afterwards the very appearance 
of a native of France in our streets would have exoited at least 

as streeg feelings as these manifested towards eur ecoustrymen 
ia Paris. Whatever reminds « people of insult aad oppression, 
ie and ought te be odices to them, The manifestation of the 
sentiment will often be anjast aad cruel towards iadividaals ; 
bat that shoald help to teach Ralers the extreme wickedness of 

mations! injestioe,. Withest such feelings, ane beman 
nalure would be infleitely mere trampled apes than |t ls) and 
wo cannot therefore affect eltheir surprise or ladignation at 
ebailiticns of the kied in question.

King's Speech. —The King’s Speech, on proroceing the Par- 
liameot last Tuesday, is as usual less remarkable for what it 
says, than for what it does not say. The intimation, that there 
is a “ fair preopect” of contioged peace in regard to Ressia and 
Turkey, leaves that question mach asbefore. The total absence 
of all remark on the Agriculiaral Distress is not a little earions, 
that subject being connected unquestionably with the most 
important business of the Session, and having bees noticed in 
that light io the Royal Speech at the opening. The innd owners 
may here see the smount of considération for thom on the part of 
Ministers. They may sec, if they will ever exercise common sense 
on their owa affairs, that Government has determined to leave 
them to their fate; and they may then resolve, whether they will 
go on te the last in a foolish relienee epon “ relief” from an admi- 
nistration whieh treats them in this style, or at once aod 
heartily join the people in the demand for that Economy end 
Reform whieb would relieve them in common with the «hole na- 
tion. The passage in which eredit istaken for fhe removal of 
part of the burtions of the people by redaved taxation, is a plea- 
sant contradiction to receat officia! sentiments on that subject. 
Query,—Did Lord Castirenzaon, who asserted in the House, 
that if all the taxes were taken off, the country could hardly feel 
the relief, pen this congratulating passage respecting the removal 
ofa few millions?

.Peris,, Aug. 2—The Act of accusation against General 
Berton and his socomplices has been pablished, It says that the 
nember of persons accused of conspiracy is 56, of whom 18 have 
fled. The object of the coaspiracy was to destroy the Kieg’s Go 
vernment and to excite a civil war. Tt broke out ia Febreary, 
The bead-quarters were the towos of Saamar, Thouars, and Par- 
thenay. The leader was the ex-General Berton and his aaxili- 
aries, members of a Becret society, called the Soriety af the Che- 
valiers de la Liberte, or Carbonari. The Act describes the meet- 
ings that were held at Samer; the mission of Colonel Alix to 
Brest, in order to sedace the officera there; and the seisure of 
Thouars. At this tows the tri-coloared fag was hoisted, arms 
seined, the barracks and town-house entered, and the toosin 
sounded. ‘The insurgents stated that a Provisional Government 
bad been established, of which General Foy, Kearray, Voyer 
D’Argenson, the Marquis de la Fayette, and Benj. Constant, were 
the Members. This was believed. The Authorities, struck with 
Stupor, atsembled at the town-boase, whither Goa, Berton re- 
paired, accompanied with armed men.

The author has net mentioned the data on which he formed this 
estimate, bat it appears te be extremely moderate. The ananal vaine 
of the gross agricuitaral produce of Ra: and Wales was estimated, 
in the Report drawn ap by Mr. Youno, onthe Agriculture of the county 
of Estex, in 1605, at 145 millions ; and by Rr. Corqumoun, in bis work 
on the Resources of the Britich Empire, pablished in 1815, at 160 mil- 
ons, Bat taking its present value se low as 130 millions, it will not 
sensibly affect the result of this estimate: fer, there can be no ques- 
tiom that the anthor of the pamphiet has made mach too large a dedac.

Why vot! are Jemadars to retain « privilege denied to all? Are 
they alone te be allowed te spread suia and devasistion when 
ali besides are prevented? Has a Couatry-born or a Talookdar 
not as good a right to build if they please as a Jemadar* and why 
allo® any persea whatever to endeavour to rein another who is 
in the hanorable parseit of gaining an honest livelihood? If the 
Jemadar is allowed to build, ne regulation can prevent a Coua- 
trs-bora from doing the same after be bas securrd the tand to build 
upos ; aad if the recalation is vot to extend to all concerned, it 
mast be mach more injurious than beneficial.

Sach men therefore deserve 
well of the community, aad jastioe domands that their excrtions 
be recorded, and the sucoesefal result of their eforte honored 
wit; the public notice and favor. 


Iwas led lat this train of reflection in consequence of a 
visit to the Philanthropic Academy on Tharsday lest, for the 
purpose of witoessing the Second Annual Examination of the 
Papils belonging to that Lostitation, Sweet is the recollection 
of our juvenile years, aed pleasing the retrospect of days that 
are gone by. The scead befote me, by @ strong natural associa- 
tive of ideas, recalled to mind my own academical career, * hen 
on similar occasions my betom threbbed with the mingled emoiti 
ous of hope aed fear, when I tao appeared a youthful candidate for 
literary fame, aad entered the liste against my fellow-siudeats ia 
a generoas competion for the reward of merit. 


The Pupile to the nember of about forty stood before a 
nemerous end respectable audience, composed chiefly of Arme- 
nien Ladies aad Gentlemen, among whom were their Archbishop 
aud Bishop. After some of the Armesian classes, which were 
the first ia order, had been examined by their Teacher, Mr. 
Agancor, the stedeots belonging to the Boglish Department, under 
the Superiatendance of Mr. Beanet, came forward. They read 
with tolerable ease aod accuracy, and exhibited a degree of pro- 
ficienry in grammatical analysis which reflects no small credit oo 
the Academy. But the subject of the greatest commendation 
wee a youth named David Parsick, eader cight years of age, whe, 
on the recitation class being ealled op, delivered the Npeseh of 
Brutus ox the death of Cavar and the Slave with sach propriety of 
sciiea, tone, sud ephasis, as elicited the loed applacse of the 
admiring speetators. Tt may be said, without exaggerated en- 
comiam, that be is a little prodigy, and this early proof his ca- 
pacity constitetes the sevest pledge of his fetere successful 
earcer in the patbs of sciemee aud bearning. Master Joha Bagram 
also delivered the Beggar's Petition in a very feeling and appre- 
p iate manner; and Master Arekiel Censiantine, to whom @ Par- 
hameastary Speeeh was allotied, reeited ik io a highly creditable 
mode ahich efurded geuere! satisifaciion. *yecimens of Draw- 
iog and Penmansbip, cepics of Maps mest tasiefelly exeented, 
were exbibited te the companys, which received their masked ap- 
probaties. At the close of ibe Examiostion appropriate Prises 


were awarded io the secceasfal Candidates. 
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On the whole, too mach cannot be said in praise of this 
Institution, considering the shert period since it bas been estab-~ 
lished. It owes it's birth to the Armenian portion of the eom- 
manity, who, by forming sach an Bstablishment, have sheen that 
they righily appreciate the biessiegs of education, and are sen- 
sible that in propertion to the intellectual improvement or dark-

Almost every attempt to bring abuses before the Publie 
(which is ihe most likely way to obtain a remedy) ie looked 
epee as an impertinent oficiousness; and the persen who has 
temerity cooagh to show these abases in their tree colours is 
generally suspected of any motives but those of disinteresied- 
ness or philanthrophy : but let the “galled jade wince,” it shall 
met prevent me from publicly noticing any thing which I may 
deem of sufficient consequence, and which, by being pablished 
to the world, has some chance of receiving proper attention from 
those immediately conceraed: bat to my theme, Having heard 
mach of the extreme apaiby of the natives when about to suffer 
the awfal peealty of the law for capital offences, I went this 
merning te see three unfortunate men hanged; and the baicher- 
ing manner in which they were executed was shocking in the 
extreme. I shaddered to see such brates, in the shape of men, 
as were those whe assisted at the execution; but a relation of 
the facts will enable your readers to form their own opinion : 


The poor wretches having been brought to the jibbet on 
old backeries, were freed from their irons, and had their banda 
tied behind them and their legs fastened together with iwine, 
they were then placed again on the hackerries, and desired ta 
stand up, the noose beiag put round their neoks by the mater 
and made tight, they were lifted in the arms of the Exe- 
eationers, so as nearly to touch the cross piece of the jibbet, 
and preeluding the possibility of « jirk, which woeld shorten 
their sufferings. Three oe four peeple then took hold of the 
other ead of the rope (it being thrown over the jibbet and 
not fastened) pulled it tight, the hackerry was driven away, and 
the wretches left in the agonies of death for a considerabic time. 
Now, Sir, dees sot bumentiy revolt at such a preceeding? and 
yet there were mon, or rather fends, who seemed to enjoy the 
scene amasiogly, and were cracking their jokes on the unfor- 
tesate men the very moment they were about to suffer tho dread. 
ful panishment: an instavce I partionlarly observed io « man 
who was employed in the preparations; one of the peor wretches 
was continually saying “ Ram, Ram,” the mater not liking to al- 
low such en opportunity fordisplaying bis wit to cecape, rejoined, 
* Kiko kea isa kam” the jingliog of Kam sod Kam excited a 
good deal of laughter, which ought hardly to have been indulge 
ed on such aa oreasion. All this would vot surely have heppened 
had there been one in suthority to surperiatead the execution, £ 
do net know whose duty it was to have been there, or whether 
it was the daty of any Berepean; bat this I know, that I blesh- 
ed to see such disgusting work ina place under the dominion 
of Englishmen, whose leading and most gierious characteristic 
is humanity. Serely the punishment itself is sufficiently se- 
vere, and docs not need the additions which make ii so much 
more dreadfel. 

In coociasion I have to say, that the only iwe gentlemen 
who were there besides myself, seemed to participais in the dis- 
gust I felt and expressed at the time.

’  Flaving been hirhly gratified at the gracd Military Cere- 
mony of Presenting Coleers to the Native Corps at this Station, 
which took place on the 23d instant, I beg to send « description 
of the same for insertion ia your valuable Joona.

Presentation of Colours io the \st Battalion Vith Regiment, Madras 

Native Infertry, stationed at Berhampore, near Ganjam. 

The 23rd Deeember 162%, having been the day Gxed epos 
by Colene! MeDowell, C. B. as the earliest period after the 
mrriyal of the Head-qeerters of the Northera Division, at this 
station, for Presenting the Colours to the above Corps, this im- 
posing coremony took piace as follows :— 

The Battalion having been formed io Review Order, on its 
Ground of Ruereise, Colone! McDowell, C. B., attended by bis 
Siad, arrived about 7 o'clock in the morning, and having been 
received with the customary Salate, the Grenadier Company was 
ordered te the front, fellewed by the Dram aad File Major 
bearing the Colours, ehe teok their siatvion with them in the 
year of the Coleoel’s Plar,. The Commanding Offeer of the 
Bataliea, Lieut. Colone! Chitty, being in iroat of the Company. 

Tha Colenrs being thee wacased, Calenei McDowell, C. B 
dismounted, and advancing with the Colours te the Commanding 
D@cer, addressed him as (ollows :— 


2 “ Lieutenant Colonel Chitty, = 

“ 1 aw aware that it was your jatention to have selicited 
Honorable the Goverser, Major General Sir Thomas — 
K. C. B. in bis late tour of the Northera Cireara, te havePresented 
the Colours te the Battalion )ou command; bat as His Excel. 
leney did not visit this Station, I feel = peculiar degre of satis. 
faction, aed grauficauen, at having the homeur of performing 
this duty. : 

“ I new present to you, Sir, the Colours of the ist Batialion 
24th Regiment of Naive Tefaatry, a Corps, which you have bad 
the merit of embodying and raising te its present high state of 
discipline. Receive them from me, Sir, as 2 sacred pledge of 
the confidence stich Government places tu the devotion, loyalty, 
and courage of the Officers and Men of your Corps. 


“ To you, Sir, I depute the daty of fally aad clearly explain- 
jog te all ranks, the peceliar maiere of ibe charge this day en- 
trasted to theie protection; and frem having knowa yee inti- 
mate ly from your Gret entrance inte the Service, and having alee 
a personal acqasistaace with your Officers, I feel confident that 
whea the public service may call this fine body of men to a more 
active life, that they willde their daty ia the beld ; aad that these 
Colours will be at all times « rallying point, te be supported, and 
defended, to the last beur of existence,” 


Licutenant-Coloar! Caitty replied :— 


“Sin, 

It is with the greatest satisfaction I have the honor to 
receive from you the Colours of the Corps, being fully convinced 
both Officers and Mea will duty estimate the charge that is 
thereby eatrested to them ; and with year permission I will, as 
s008 as the Colours have taken their pest, explain to the Corps 
the important saturo ef the present ceromeny.” 

The Colours were then delivered te two Jemedars, in front 
of the Grenadiers, she received them with presented arms, The 
Grenadiers thea escoted the Colours te the right ofihe line, whea 
the whole Corps presented arms, and contipeed in thet position, 
while the Grenadiers and Colours Gied dewa and betwore the 
ranks, @mtil the Celears had taken up their proper post in the 
ecntre, aod the Grenadiers theirs on the right. 


Liewtenent Colonel Chitty, in compliance with the wishes of 
Cetonet MeDowel, C. B. next addressed the Battalien, in nearty 
the following words. 

“ Officers and Men of the 14 Battalion 20h Reginent Native 

Infantry, ‘“ 
“ These Colours which I have jast bed the hover of reeriv- 
ing from Coloec! McDowell, C. B. Commanding the Nortbera 
Division, are presented to you by the Geverament;: and it is 
Bew my duty to impress oa the minds of every iodivideal the 
conseqacnce that is attached thereto, and that it your duty to 
defend them ia every siteation. The Coloere of a Corps are its 
rellying point, and no good Soldier will ever desert them; I am 
Tully persaaded both Officers and Mee sill justly appreciate the 
confidence that is placed im them by a scalous discharge of their 
daty, and that these Colours will ever be beaorably protected, 
and jo the most ardveus undertakiag they will be nobly defended, 
to the eredit of the Corps, and te the satisfaction of the Gevera- 
meat ender which you have the bhener of serving.” 


At the conelasion of this Specch, which was delivered ie a 
remarkably clear and impressive tone, the same was read to 
the Native Officers and Men ia the Hindeestance language. 

This ceremony was conctaded by the Corps Bring three veol- 
Hes te the air, exch volley being instantly anceeedod by & point 
of war from the Droms and Fifes. 

The Battalion eith its Coteors end Music was marched to 
its private Parade, where the asaal ecremony of tedging the Co- 
lours was performed. 

The meraing was remarkably fine, snd & centle breese 
springing ep, eforded a full diapley ef the Colours te every indi- 
videal, and the whole of thie highly important and interesting 
ceremony went off with the hacst ofc vt, 
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that I am eoable to de it any 
thing like jestice, The Drep Scene was most chaste, » beautifal 
enscade of a bright brimstone bee, was seen tumbling in soapy 
froth, throegh the arch of a rhubarb-colered bridge ; while ibe black 
ravines and sombre trees, which Ganked it ea either side, 
brought foreibly to my mied some of the Anest touches of Salvater 
Resa. On the right and left stood the Tragic and Comic Muses, the 
former, with her degecer in @ most original position, “ grinned 
horribly a ghastly smile” on the afrighted audience, while the iat- 


were tastefully covered with red karweh, trimmed with white 
fringe, for the provision of which, I rather suepect, every bed ia 
the “ Crown and Anchor,” must have been plandered of its wrim- 
ming. The Orchesira consisted of three Fiddles, a Clarienct, and 
Bassoon, and was se ably conducted, that I regret mach my 
inability te give you aad the Public the name of its Leader.

tweee Lawyer Seoat, aad his Amazonian Wile,was erewned with 
usiversal applaase—I [elt fer the peer Lawyer, I confess, eheo 
I leoked at his géntie spouse, aod heard him declare, (as be 
mest emphatically preseuverd it) that “all mankied are go- 
verned by shoe. This Diaiogec eommenced ad@ ended ihe 
Grst set. Ea the aext we were introduced ts even brighter ju-

Thave Intely driven down from Chonar to thie place, 
by the “ New Military Road.” and for the iofermation of the 
Pablic, cansot refraia from testimony to the bigh siate 

of repaic ia which [ (quad it; there being bat few places (sach 


as lasge uollehe over which bridges ase wot yet erogied) that. 
aro in the alightost degree difical: to be passed, 


The read from Chana to Aliiougger, a distance of about 
21 miles, was till (his last year, perfectly impassable, daring the 
vaina, to all hinds of wheeled carsiagos, from the. numerous deep- 
est ravines and ullabs crossing it; ever all these, pmounting to 
shout twenty, bridges have lately been throws; and Lb found 
wpoa liaquiry fram the inhabitenis of the adjacent villages, that 
the road in consequence thercef was passable dusing the whole 
of jast rains, 

One of these bridges deserves a few remarks, as it is en- 
tively of a new plan; ned from the great water way it affords, 
appears mach better ealcalated io be thrown over vallabs, thea 
the arched bridge now in general usd, as iis cost is infinitely less, 
and it appears io be equally as serviceable. Lis construction is 
very simple, being merely @ strong piece of masonry on each side 
of the nullah, raised some feet higher then the known highest 
tise of the stream; seross these ie Inid @ strong weoden plat- 
form making a trond way $0 feet broad and « water way 2 feet 
Jong ; on enoh side of the rond way there Is &@ strong wooden 
railing, in the reom of whieh I would advise an iron one. This 
fine bridge was ereeted previous to the reins, over the nolleh to 
ihe weatward of Cheta Mirsanore, about 14 miles from Chanar, 
by the Soperintendant of the Military Read. 


A’ oot T mile from Allinagger is the jancition of the Bena- 
ree and Chunee ronda, aad pothiag cam exceed ihe high state of 
repoir in which the whole of the road is from there to this place, 
a distence of about 12) miles, When bridges are ereeted aver 
the nullehs alluded to above (which | anderstand Is shortly ta he

lleving been sometime in the Beneres district, T beg leave 
to offer a few remarks on some of the roads within it, and only 
winh ET coutd speak of them with the same degree of praise as 
i have before dowe of the new road. Taball commence wiih 
the read leading from Seerele, tia BSultanpeore, te the Ghaut 
oppose Chunar, ehich during the reins ie almost knee deep

Were these nataral defects hroaght te the notice of Gevern-

road, Should there netbe some improvements fa it by next 
rains, T should advise the Dawks being sent, and the troops alse, 
by Rajchaut vie Mogul Serai, Allinucger, and Chota Miree.
